IT may be the subject of a question on this Account, — Why the Estimate for the Year 1821 
exceeds the Expenditure of 1820 in each Corps ? the reason is, because the whole Number of Men 
are estimated for as if they were to be paid ; but those only who actually parade are entitled to 
pay, and it frequently happens that some Men are absent from sickness or other causes.
